Advices from other sources, however, oon-
vinesd the State Department that many of
the inhabitants had been reduced to star-
vation, and Turkey was Informed in July
that continued fullure to heed the American
request for permisalon to make ahipments
would put a severe straln on relations be-
tween the two countries,
